Direction Finding'-- if you can find a reprint publisher] 
"After the evacuation of the radio reception center to a 
point several hundred miles further east,we suffered in 2 
ways....Serge could only establish contact...occasionally, 
when conditions were very favorable....second, he 

[ because of piled up traffic - h.m.] had to stay on the air 
for several hours at a time. this considerably increased the 
danger of detection & it was not long before the Germans 
succeeded in pinpointing the transmitter and surrounding 
the area. one of our lookouts gave Serge ample warning, 

& he managed to escape the net, taking with him codes, 
schedules, and papers. He also had time to smash the 
crystals, thus rendering the instrument useless to the 
enemy." 


after this the partisan group relocates to a forest hideout 
and the Red Army parachutes in a more powerful radio 

and 2 women telegraphists. the generator for the radio 
was powered by gasoline taken from ambushed vehicles. 

also i learned that some partisan groups only had 
receiving equipment, to receive operational direction or 
news such as paradrops, in which latter situation they 
could only signal back by bonfire. 

later Lonsdale is sent to work in the UK and in his equip. 
is a radio receiver, type unspecified but built by soviet 
intelligence agency. 

( he also worked for a period in the US.) 

i have read before, in the case of the "Rote Kapelle" 

(Red Orchestra) radio net out of Germany / Switzerland 
that the soviet agents, to their great danger, spent long 
hours at the key -- there was that much info to transmit, 


and 'the center' was hungry for it all. freqs that i have seen 
listed were in the 4-9 mc/s_ range. 


so remember the ground rules, before you tune up: 
1) have your escape route planned, and practice. 
2) have a lookout at the window all the time you are 
sending 
3) insure that your instrument does not cause the lights 
to flicker, nor interfere with a neighbors broadcast 
wireless reception, else someone in a neighboring 
flat may become suspicious 
4) do not neglect your ‘authenticator' keyword 
5) dispatch your messages expeditiously 
6) have ‘classic radio' fun!

I recently bought a 513-4 in excellent physical shape, but alas it had PTO end 
spread in excess of 12KC. Prior to swapping with a rough R-388 unit, I read in the 
Hollow State News, #26,1990, pg 5, that Dallas Lankford: did the job, in-place, 
with fabricated right angle tools and a dental mirror. Sooooo, not realizing any 
big deal, I did too. It took about half a day including making the tools and now 
I would recommend it over complete removal just for the convenience of leaving the 
dial attached and good account of the ten turn reference, etc. For those wishing 
to try it here are vital details. 


The osc tube is removed to give more working room during adjustment and replaced 
when checking calibration. A strong lamp and dental mirror allows visual help, 
engaging the tool is the only tedious part. First unscrew and remove the seal plug 
just beside the osc tube, long nose pliers worked for me. Next the lock nut 
holding the adjustment core must be loosened. It requires a special tool with 
vital dimensions specified in the 51J manuals, I made mine special for my cramped 
use out of junk box stuff. 


PTO Lock Nut Tool 

A steel tube 5/8 in long with 0.2 OD and 0.138 ID is required. The spacers used 
between sections of ganged wafer switches are almost right. Use the steel ones 
that are formed with an open seam along the tube. The XYL's butcher knife placed 
in the seam and lightly tapped will open the tube to just the right size. On one 
end, file most of the material away leaving two small nibs, 180 degrees apart, the 
book sez 0.03 in wide and 0.045 in high. 


Just loosen the lock nut so that the adjustment screw can be turned with a little 
resistance. I got additional leverage by grabbing the tool with those medical 
forceps that lock. They form a right angle lever that can be moved to allow the 
ears to be in the right angle to engage the lock nut as seen in the dentist 
mirror. A little drop of DEOXIT and a fair amount of pressure with the finger on 
back of the tool to hold the ears engaged was needed. 


The core adjustment screw was turned with bladed screw driver, 5/8 in long, made 
by filing a brass screw to a screwdriver point. The forceps worked so well, I 


used them to make a right angle tool. 


The screw is adjusted and the dial checked to see direction and magnitude of 
correction. Clockwise from front panel moved end points closer. The osc tube is 
replaced for each test. 12KC took about a turn and a half. Space only allows about 
a quarter turn before resetting the right angle screwdriver. Once satisfied, snug 
down the lock nut and replace the plug. 


Other than figuring out the right tools, it went well and I would recommend this 
approach. The calibration across the band is excellent, maximum of a little less 
than a KC difference as it nears one end. Stack adjustment awaits another time.

I am 
going to keep this as an invaluable piece of reference material. I concur 
100% on your comments about the SX115. It is near impossible to overload it 
and it hears signals on 10 metres as well or better than my TS830S or 
FT767GX. I though about selling the SX115 at one time but I am glad I kept 
it. I haven't used it in a few months as I was trying to figure out how to 
make room in the operating area for it and the Invader 2000. I re-aligned 
the SX115 a couple of years ago using a Motorola station monitor (forget the 
model number) with the built in spectrun analyzer etc and the SX115 is one 
hot and sharp receiver. I think I pumped about 1/2 a volt of RF into it and 
strill did not exibit signs of overloading.

The SX-100's circuit & mechanical layout is very similar to the S-76. 
The SX-100 has the following extra features: 
1. Selectable sideband 


2. Hi, lo & hi/lo tone control; this lets you eliminate the bassiness when 
using the narrower selectivity--it resulted directly, I believe, from 
comments in a QST review of the S-76 in about 1954. 


3. Antenna trimmer 
4. Notch filter; very deep 


5. All direct gear tuning mechanism for main tuning; bandspread via 
stainless steel wire dial cord and gears. 


6. 100 KHz xtal calibrator 


Usable sensitivity is excellent (and tailored to the frequency range, i.e. 
more sens at higher freqs where band noise is less) except below about 2.5 
MHz where it is definitely too low. This was deliberately done, I think, 
to avoid allowing signals to get into the 1650 ist IF amp. Freq coverage 
stops at about 1750 KHz and picks up again on the next lower range at about 
1560 KHz. 


This is really too bad. The SX-101 proves it doesn't have to be this way 
as it covers 1.8 to 2.0 MHz with correct senstivity, and no discernable IF 
feed-through. 


In spite of the high sensitivity, it is hard to overload this receiver--its 
dynamic range is good. Plenty of AGC voltage is available and the 
controlled stages do what they're supposed to do. You can even sub a 6DC6 
for the 6CB6 in the RF stage, just like the SX-101A & -115. The 6DC6 is 
supposed to be more cross modulation resistant--the Collins 75S-3 uses one 
there also. It does have more gain than the 6CB6 though. 


Selectivity is about as good as it gets with LC filters, uses 50 KHz 2nd 
IF. Some samples of these radios have a nice, almost flat-topped 
selectivity curve. 5, 3, 2, 1, 0.5 KHz @ -6 dB available. 


The ANL works well on AM sigs. As usual, this kind of NL doesn't work on 
SSB or CW. The slight modification of this circuit in the SX-101A for CW & 
SSB use still leaves a lot to be desired. 


For a totally different approach, try the 50 KHz IF noise clipper circuit 
from the SX-115. It can be adapted to any of the earlier radios in this 
line & works quite well. It consists of only two diodes, a capacitor anda 
switch. With such a low 2nd IF frequency, the circuit is not critical. 


Electrical stability is ok for SSB up to about 20 or 15 m. On 10 m, hf 
oscillator gets pulled by AGC action and puts a chirp on received CW & SSB 
sigs, can even pull an AM sig partially out of the 5 KHz bandpass. Have 
noticed this on two SX-100 and one SX-96 samples so I think it's a design 
problem. 


Noticed some backlash on bandspread tuning on 20 m and up on one sample. 
Cured by complete diassembly, cleaning, lubrication and adjustments of the 
geartrain (too little endplay = too much friction, even ss wire dial cord 
can get rubbery enuf to matter under too much tension). 


Mechanical stability? --don't breathe near it on SSB! I've had a bit of 
success in stiffening up the chassis. 


Do I like the receiver? Yes, it's my main rx for sw broadcast, AM on 
amateur bands and casual SSB listening. 


It really needs a product detector for full-AGC SSB & CW (I installed one 
using the circuit from the very similar SX-101A radio) and slow decay AGC. 


I've also modified the AGC circuit to make it just like the SX-101A's, e.g. 
slow decay & AGC derived from a point of maximum selectivity, i.e. from the 
secondary rather than the primary of the last IF xfmr. 


The selectable sideband feature is not strictly necessary for AM use and 
just convenient for SSB, IMHO. You can easily work around it by retuning 
on AM and on SSB by judicious use of the BFO & tuning. 


Unless the 2nd IF is aligned to exactly 50.0 KHz (the SX-100 spec'd 50.5 
KHz, the SX-101A 50.75 KHz, I'm not home so can't check on what the S-76 
spec is), you can't receive the carrier and one sideband of an AM sig 
simply by zero beating it (with BFO set accurately to 50.0 KHz) & flipping 
the LSB/USB switch without touching the tuning. 


If fact the last of this line, the SX-122, did away with the selectable 
sideband feature & uses the BFO/retuning to do this instead. This was, I'm 


quite sure, done as a cost-Saving measure.

For those of you who are interested in how some of your receivers may 
have been used in a previous lifetime, I can provide an excerpt 
from my radio research paper. 


KAKA KKK KKK KIKI KIRK KIKI 

Of interest, was the function known as Headache. This codename 
was applied to the shipborne sections of British 'Y' intelligence 
who were charged with the task of intercepting and reading German 
low-grade radiotelephone traffic which had been steadily introduced 
since 1941. Generally speaking, Headache operators came from a 
Special Branch of the Royal Navy and were fluent in German. Every 
important warship in the D-Day armada and the bombing force was 
provided with a Headache Unit for the interception and 
interpretation of enemy air and naval R/T on VHF. Fifty warships in 
all were fitted with Headache units. 


Lawson Gregory of Woking, England relates his experiences as 
a Headache operator. "Having knowledge of German, I volunteered for 
any job where I could be of more use. When my ship, HMS Zulu was 
sunk during the raid on Tobruk in September 1942, I was initiated 
into Headache. Once I was drafted to a ship, I was accompanied with 
a special VHF radio set, plus aerial and of course a copy of the 
code used by the enemy. The presence of a Headache operator usually 
meant the ship would probably be very close to the Germans. On 
HMCS Haida, my action station was in a small office just below and 
aft of the bridge. Even when not at action stations, I would listen 
in on the set. On one occasion, enemy aircraft were giving a 
sighting report on Haida's position while she was moored in 
Plymouth England. I was on board at the time! Overall, it was a 
fascinating job almost guaranteeing action". According to Herb Warman of 
Dartmouth Nova Scotia, Haida's Headache receiver was the Hallicrafters 
Super Skyrider SX16 (545 kcs to 62 Mcs) and was used until 1949. 
KAK KAKA KKK KAI KKK KIKI IK 


When I first joined Boatanchors in early 95, I used the resources 
of the group to try and identify the Headache receiver but I wasn't 
successful. After having made the acquaintance of Herb Warman, I 
photocopied the entire Hallicrafters ad from the 1938 Amateur Radio 
Handbook and mailed it to him. Within two weeks, I had the receiver 


identified. I must stress that I have not been able to ascertain whether 
the SX16 was the sole receiver used for Headache.

Fellow devotees of all metal boxes containing tubes: 

I recently refurbished a Dentron MLA-2500. Uses a pair of 8875 ceramic 
triodes. The operating manual is not real specific (like doesn't mention a 
number AT ALL) on operating currents, efficiencies etc. It doesn't mention 
AM operation at all. Rather, it talks in marketingease about full legal 
power input (in 1977) and "contest machine" which I interpret to mean 
there's some reserve there according to the old rules on power calculation. 

It then goes on to talk about calibrating the wattmeter against a known 
good one by loading up to 1000 watts OUTPUT (doesn't mention if that's DC 
CW or PEP) and adj. the internal meter, but again, no specific Ip or 
absolute maximums of any kind. In my minds eye this would be a way to get 
a decent near legal power AM signal with a Ranger, DX-60 etc. , but with 
the price of 8875 replacements today( check Richardson or RF Parts) if I 
make one mistake this thing will be mod material rather than stock. Anyone 
willing to comment on this technique in general to the list or exchange a 
couple private emails on "Linear Amplifier 101" with me (Bobbi?)? HV 
supply stiffens up at 2250V, plate current meter scale reads 0-1A, 
published max drive are 35W CW and 65W SSB. 8875 specs say 300W plate 
dissipation (ARRL Handbook) or 400W (same as 8874's in some Alpha amps of 


that era according to RSGB book) 

I realize that this IS a real spring chicken at a mere 20 years old and 
that you CAN"T see it glow in the dark!

I've also found three IF bandwidths: 6 KHz, 1.5 KHz and 0.5 KHz. 
It works nice in AM and it has some kind of SSB detector (perhaps a BFO?). 


The best an nicest feature is a projected precission dial: you have a big 
dial with very little information (only five or six numbers in each band), 
but then you have a 'fine' indicator, just over the standard dial with a 
bigger precission. It is made of a kind of microfilm engraved ina 
transparent disk and, by means of some lenses and reflectors, you get the 
picture in the 'fine' dial. It is very accurate and you have also an 
adjustment to syncronize it perfectly with a known signal. 


The receiver has also an RF gain adjust, volume, two outputs (hearphones?) 
and a curious ten position switch for different S-meter readings (it is not 
actually an S-meter, because there are not written figures; only a thin line 
with a broad part in the center... All the ten readings are usually in the 
middle of the broad line, so I think it is a kind of multi-check... 


The inside of the receiver is in pristine state!. All the tube covers are 
bright and only a bit of dirt is there. 


And it has worked when I have plugged it (by the way, it has an internal 
selector for 110, 127, 220 and 240 VAC). I'll take a picture of the receiver 
and will put it in my WEB page in a week or so. 


One question: is there equivalences between CCCP tubes and USA tubes?. I've 
seen the references and all are ciryllic... But the rectifier is marked as 
5U4 and a ciryllic sign... Suspicious, hi!. It has also a ballast tube and a 
neon voltage reference. 


Well, perhaps for the first message about that one it is enought!. Anyway, 
if somebody has experience with russian equipment or want more information 
about that one, please, let me know.

I have read that Soviet equipment always had frequency dials that read 
‘backwards' -- e.g., higher frequencies go toward the left side of the dial. 
Is this true -- at least with your Baby BA? 


I know very little (actually, nothing) about Soviet radio equipment but did 
(don't ask why) minor in Russian Language in school 25-years ago and have 
several Electronic Dictionaries that might be of help. If you can figure out 
how to get the Cyrillic characters to me, I might be able to decipher what 
they are -- at least in general. 


I am also quite curious if you can determine exactly where the radio was 
manufactured -- my understanding, FWIW, is that a lot of the Soviet 
electronic gear was actually manufactured outside of Russia proper -- for

For those who own a copy of Schrader's ELECTRONIC COMMUNICATION you'll 
see a diagram of a chopper: Toothed wheel run by a motor with a wiper 

running over the teeth. The device is placed in series with your key, 

and the circuit is interrupted at a freq'y = (number of teeth)x(RPM). 

This is a crude but effective method of modulating a CW signal. 


Modulated CW was necessary on 500kc in order to activate shipboard 
Auto Alarm revrs. Also, MCW had a very wide bandwidth, so even if 
a receiving station wasn't exactly on 500, they'd still hear the 
harmonics that MCW generates. (500kc was the center of the 490 to 
510 region reserved for distress; AA revrs, by ITU standards, had 
to have a bandwidth of 20kc.)

I picked one of these up last Saturday. Actually the fellow 
delivered it to me. After wiping off the dust and putting a drop 
of lubricant on some of the spots squeeking, making up an AC 
connection for it, I powered the thing up. 


No sound with a headset plugged in. Turn up gain all the way. 
Little bit of noise in background. Oh me. What did I get into. 
Backed off the gain abit and took a vom around in back to where the 
speaker terminals were. Put it on the AC position and placed same 
across the 600 ohm terminals. WOW. Look at the audio. Found a 
600 ohm speaker, wired it to terminals. Stand back folks!!! It 
works!!!! yippee. Not bad with just a wire attached to the antenna 
input. Questions? 


Mine has a standard UHF coax fitting on the back. Is that normal 
or should it have something else? 


There is also alongside the power receptacle another recessed 2 
prong male connector. Wires that went to it aren't there. Anyone 
know what it was for or ???? 


I don't have a book for it. A friend sez he has all the schematics 
and listing for Scott receivers but this one is not listed. Is 
there another name or nomenclature for this receiver? 


Low freq bands between 80 kc and 600kc, I think thats band 2 are 
way out of calibration. Any special concerns. Until I geta 
manual or something similar I'm reluctant to start turning on 
capacitors and inductors with screw heads sticking up.

If I remember right, and Tom Clark can keep me honest, they 
covered 500 Khz to about 25 Mhz. Collins built, they were 
similar to the R-390A in that they are electro mechanical 
marvals . . . they were very stable . . . seems to me they 
would have required some external power supply to operate 
outside the aircraft. Fair used to sell them for $200 

no longer available from them, I would think they are in the 
$150 to $200 range if in nice shape . 


We used them as we would transpac from Hawaii to the 
Phillippines, we could usually find an AFRTS station that had 


news, or a ball game on... .. They were very nice receivers . 
. I had the chance to pick several of them up once, and 

passed . . . I could kick myself now .
